Oliver Halverson and his family have sought, my assistance in making a claim for 
injuries he received on November 28, 2012 when he was shot five times by an Omaha Police 
Officer. 

Oliver Halverson was in a mentally unstable state on November 28, 2012 and his 
family called police for assistance in taking him into involuntary custody. Oliver Halverson 
had not committed any crime. Police did locate Oliver Halverson. However, the officers 
failed to follow department policy regarding talcing an individual into involuntary custody 
for mental health issues and escalated the situation. Eventually, Oliver Halverson was shot 
five times at point blank range. 

Oliver Halverson was immediately taken to the hospital where he received life- 
saving treatment. The most serious injury was to Mr. Halverson's arm winch had to be cut 
open down to the bone in a spiral pattern. Only days after Mr. Halverson had his entire 
arm cut open down to the bone he was transferred to Douglas County Correctional Facility 
where he was denied pain medication stronger than ibuprofen. When Mr. Halverson 
complained the pain medication he received was not strong enough he was told his "mind 
would adjust." 

Claim is hereby being made pursuant to Neb. Rev. Stat. 13-905 for payment of 
medical expenses incurred to date, future medical expenses, pain and suffering and any 
other damages recoverable under the law.
